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_-pottourable City of Edinburgh; both 
Merchants and Craft{men, to give an 
exemplary Proof of their Concern for 
‘the Glory of God, for the Honour of 
the holy Religion which they profe/s, 
and for the publick Good of their Gity 
in particular, and the Latd of their 
Nativity in generals both as to their 
religious and civil Intereft, to do what 
_ was intheir Power, for Supplying what 
was defective as to charitable Foundas 
tions, tor the Support, and thé virtue 
ous and chriftian Education of female 
young ones; which otherways; when 
come toriper Age, might through Po~ 
verty and Want,become a Prey te Temp= 
tations to Wickedneéls, and be a Reproach 
to Chriftianity, and a Scandal to their 
Nation, aPiague to Families and So- 
Gieties, and bring the eternal Wrath of 
God upon themfelves. Such Charity 
as doth plainly tend to keep off heawy 
Fudgments tronGity and Country, cane 
tot 
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trot well be mifplaced, as that whichis 
heftowed upon thofe of a mature Age, 
may often be, through its being abufed 
to the Encouragement of Idleneft and 
Sloth. | 

The good, regular and advanced 
State that the Craftl-men of this City, 
have, by their diligent Care and the 
Bounty of their feveral Incorporations, 
with the liberal Affiftance of the worthy 
date Mary Erskine, have brought their 
ious Foundation of a Maiden Hofpi- 
tal to, cannot but have fome Weight to 
prevail with compaffionate Chriftians, 
to give their helping Hand to fuch a 
pious and ufeful Work- 

Tam fenfible that there have been fo 
many excellent Difcourles upon the - 
Subje of Charity aid Beneficence, that 
any Thing that I can pretegd to fay 
upon it, can only be a Repetition of what 
bath been faid to much better Purpofe 
by many others ; yet fecing it 1s not fo

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much through Ignorance of what Met 
ought to know, as by Want of Thought 


and Reflestion with Refpett to what 


they do know, that they are often guil< 
ty of an inexculable Negle&t of many im- 
portant Duties, which as Chriftians 
they are obliged to perform; I fhalb 
only by way of rephaenbsee up 
the Minds of thofe, that have not caft 
off all Regard to Religion, to ponder 
the Weight of the Arguments, by which 
at urgeth {uch a compaffionate Regard 
to our indigent Neighbours; as does go 
beyond a mere Saying, Be you warmed, 
be -you filled. Zhe holy Scriptures 
teach us, that God himfelf is pleafed 
to take the Poor under his peculiar 
Care and Protettion, Pfal. x. 14. The 
~ Poor committeth himfelf to thee, thou 
art the Hélper of the Fatherlefs; and 
Pal. \xviii.s. He isa Father of the Fa~ 
therlefs, and a Judge of the Widow, 
in his holy Habitation 5 We are told, 

Prov. 
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Prov. xvii. 5. That he that mocketh 
the Poor, reproacheth his Maker ; 
He robbeth him of the Hlonour of the 
Wildom of his Government. Shall we 
then have no Compafion upon thofe, 
that arefo much confideredlythe God — 
of Heaven ? This Almighty Creator 
hath, in his great Goodne/s, put Juch 
Flonour upon human Nature, that he 
hath prefcribed our being kind and 
beneficent to one another, as a Part of 
Worfhip paidto himfelr, Jam. 1. 27. 
_ Pureand undefiled Religion, or his Wor- 
fhip, is to vifit the Fatherlefs and the 
Widow. Charity is not indeed an ex- 
piatory Sin-Offering ; but it is a chri- 
fiian Sacrifice, a Thank-offering well 
pleafing to God, Heb. xiii. 16. It is a 
high Hlonour that the glorious God 
puts upon thofe, who, by his Blefing 
upon their lawful Endeavours, have 
Plenty of the good Things of this Life, 
or, by his kind Providence, have an In- 

. beritance 
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heritance conveyed to them from thei 
Progenitors, that he fubftitutes them 
as Managers for them; leaving tothetr 
Care a Part of his World, and requr- 
ing thein to att like bimfelf, as bis Re- 
— prefentatives ; and as Compaffion ts his 
Delight, fohe would have it thetrs too. 
Ts not this a great Dignity? And shall 
mortal Creatures fo difparage it, as to 
act in diret Oppofition to the plain De- 
fign of tt, by having little or no Re- 
gard to the Circumftances of thofe that 
are Objetts of Pity and Commiferati- 
on? How will they anfwer for it, when 
called to give an Account of their Stew- 
ardfhip? It is an unaccountable Fol-. 
ly, that any fhould think, that they 
can never be fecure againft Poverty 
and Want, but by (craping together at 
any Rate Riches and Wealth, without 
any Concern to fupport their flarving 
Neighbours. The righteous Governor
